We find many scholars who can repeat rules and defini- 
tions without having the least idea of the meaning intended 
to be conveyed. 

We desire to see the standard of our scholarship raised to 
a level with that of neighboring towns and in order to do this 
we must have thirty weeks a year in each of our schools.
